FOUND WITH THROAT CUT 


MICHAEL MALONE 1s DISCOVERED 
LIFELESS IN HIS BED, 


— — 


prehension of His Brother Thomas, 


Clear the Mystery—Victim Resided 
in Gladys Avenue — Comes Home 
Drank, Retires, and Later His Wife 
Comes Upon Him Dead. 


When Mrs. Michael Malone, 146 Gladys av- 
enue, went into her husband’s room to arouse 


him dead, with his head almost sev- 
ered from the body. For two hours she had 
been in the house under the impression that 
he was sleeping. 

The Warren Avenue police believe that the 
man was murdered. They are cearching for 
Thomas Malone, a brother of the man who 
was killed. No motive is advanced by the 
police why any one should kill Malone, but 
they are satisfied that he did not com- 
mit suicide, as no weapon which could have 
inflicted the gash in his throat was found 
in his room. | 

Michael Malone was 48 years old and until 


a few weeks ago worked as a barber. He 


then lost his position and had since been out 
of employment. His wife had managed to 
support him and their 18-year-old son by 
working in a factory. 

Mrs. Malone says she left her home at 7 
o'clock yesterday morning to go to work. 
She returned at 7 o’clock in the evening and 
went to her husband’s room intending to 
ask him to help her prepare supper. Their 
son was not at home. 

When Mrs. Malone entered the room she 
saw the head of her husband protruding 
from the covers. of the bed, and thipking 
that he was asleep she decided to dela# sup- 
per until he had finished his nap.. 


ä Finds Her Husband Dead. 

She partook of a little cold food and then 
sat in the dining-room at some sewing until 
9.30 o’clock. She then decided to arouse her 
husband. Going to his room again she 
called to him, and, receiving no response, 


the covers from his head. . 

Her husband was lying under the covers 
of the bed with all of his clothing on and 
with a gash in his throat extending from 
ear to ear. Blood which flowed from the 
wound extended over the undercovering of 
the bed. ; 

When news of the discovery had spread 
through the neighborhood a physician was 
sent to the house. He said life had been ex- 
tinct’ for several hours, and gave it as his 
opinion that a razor or an extremely sharp 
knife had inflicted the wound in the man’s 
throat. Mrs. Malone went to the Warren 
Avenue Police Station and notified the Lieu- 
tenant. 

A patrol wagon with several detectives 
was sent to the Malone home. The dctec- 
tives at first arrived at the conclusion Ma- 
lone had committed suicide, and not until 
they were reminded that there was no 
weapon in the room with which Malone 
could have ended his life, did they accept 
a theory of murder. 

They then endeavored to trace Malone's 
whereabouts during theday. They were un- 
able to find where he had been, but learned 
that he had returned to his home late in the 
| afternoon, 


Malone Could Not Walk. 

He was in such a condition then that he 
could not walk and a colored boy of the 
name of Thomas Rogers, who lives in the 
neighborhood, assisted him into the house. 

Young Rogers says he noticed nothing un- 
usual about the man except that he ap- 
peared to be in an intoxicated conditiom 

From information secured from him and

with absolutely no waste. 


under the laws of West Virginia with $3 ,000,- 
000 capital and has ever since been secretly 
experimenting. C. B. Forward, Secretary 
and General Manager of the company, says 
the process has been perfected and that 
plenty of Eastern capital is available to 
back the new enterprise; that he is confident 
the oil industry will be revolutionized. 

It is claimed that the lowest grades of Ohio 
or Indiana oil can be refined by the new 
process at a lower cost than ever known. 
Under this process burning fluids, gasoiine, 
and other products of petroleum, are pro- 
duced, while the matter that was once waste 
now becomes asphalt. The asphalt can be 
profitably sold, it is said, at a price far be- 
low that of the present marketable article. 
Samples of it were placed in pavements in 
Buffalo, more than two years ago, and are 
reported to have withstood the wear in good 
shape. 

Offers have been made to the Forward Re- 
duction company for its process, but so far 
the company persists in the idea that it can 
do best by operating its own plant. Negoti- 
ations were under way once with the Stand-

CALL L FOR FEDERAL AID. 


House of Representatives Asks That 
Congress Shall Reimburse Sick Men 


for Their Drug and Doctor Bills and 


Expresses Sympathy with the Ap- 
peal from the Leader of the First 
Regiment—Mr. Vincent of Sanga- 
mon Is Author of the. Resolution.

The House of Representatives in Spring- 
fleld yesterday came to the relief of the 
suffering soldiers of the Firgt and other 
régiments of the State. By a unanimous 
vote the House passed a resolution com-. 
mending the move of Colonel Henry L. 
Turner for the relief of the men, now dick 
and destitute, who helped. to win the 
recent war against Spain. The appeal of 
Colonel Turner, published in THE TRIBUNE 
last week, stirred the legislators and the 
resolution was framed and speedily adopted. 

In effect the declaration of the House is 
that the Illinois Senators and Representa- 
tives in Washington be instructed to intro- 


duce and urge the speedy enactment of ap- 


propriate legislation for the relief of the 
gallant soldiers. Colonel Turner’s plan, thus 
indorsed by the House, is for Congress to. 
defray the doctors’, nurses’, and druggists’ 
bills of the men whose service in Cuba or 
Porto Rico left their health shattered. 


Colonel Turner Pleased. 


The resolution was introduced by Repre- 
sentative Vincent of Sangamon County. 
When Colonel Turner was informed last 


evening of the action, he said: 


„1 certainly am obliged to Mr. Vincent. 
If a concerted movement on the part Sf the. 
Colonels of the various IMinois regiments 
can be brought about I Schall be glad to co- 
operate. It will net be aneasy matter to get 
Congress to allow the soldiers their medical 
and nursing bills, but if we all pull together 
we can hope to succeed.”’

Hongkong. Jan. 31\—The Filipino Junta 
here publishes its protest against the re- 
fusal of the United States to associate with 
the Philippines commission representatives

BULGARIAN PRINCESS DEAD. 


One of the Most Noted Women of the 
Reigning Class a Victim of 
Pneumonia. — 


Sofia, Bulgaria, Jan. 31.—Princess Ferdi- 
nand of Bulgaria died today of pneumonia. 
She gave birth to a daughter last evening. 

Princess Ferdinand of Bulgaria was Marie 
Louise, eldest. daughter of Duke Robert of 
Parma. She was born on Jan. 17, 1870, and 
was married on April 20, 1893, to Prince 
Ferdinand, the reigning Prince of Bulgaria, 
youngest son of Prince Augustus of Saxe- 
Coburg and Gotha and Princess Clementine 
of Bourbon Orleans, daughter of King Louis 
Philippe. Prince and Princess Ferdinand of 
Bulgaria have four children, Boris, born on 
Jan. 20, 1894; Cyril, born on Nov. 17, 1895; 
a daughter, born in January, 1898, and the 
daughter born last evening. 

The death of M. Stefan Stambuloff, the 
Bulgarian statesman, is now recalled. M. 
Stambuloff’s friends always attributed the 
murderous attack made upon him in July, 
1895, to the Princess. and his widow, who 
still keeps her husband’s hands in spirits 
to show her children and to prevent them 
forgetting how their father died, once said: 
„Those hands are outstretched to grasp 
Marie Louise of Parma to drag her away 
from happiness.“ 

M. Stambuloff was returning home from 
the Union club in Sofia on the evening of 
July 15, 1895, accompanied by a friend, M. 
Petkoff. when the two men were attacked 
by four persons, armed with revolver’ and 
knives. M. Stambuloff's left eye was gouged 
out, the other was almost destroyed, and 
he received in all fifteen terrible wounds. 
M. Petkoff afterward declared that he saw 
five gendarmes near when the attack was 
made and saw them run away without giving 


the least assistance. .

| SEARCHING FOR PROF. ANDREE. 


Norwegian Sailors Tell of a Mysterious 
Object Observed Between Green- 
| land and Iceland.

Stockholm, Jan. 31.—The Swedish papers 

contain another story of the probable fate 

of Andree. Professor Nathorst has been 
visited by a sailor who was a member of 
the crew of the Antarctic during its voyage 
late last summer. This sailor, who is de- 
scribed as a perfectly trustworthy man, 
gives the following details of a statement 
made to him personally by the Captain of 

a Norwegian sailing vessel, the Harold 

Haarsarger, engaged in seal catching in the 

pack ice between Iceland and Greenland: 

Fourteen days before the summer sol- 

stice of 1898 our vessel entered the ice 

between Iceland and Greenland in 

30“ north latitude and 28° longi- 

tude’ west of Greenwich. We there 

came across seals and all the boats were put 
out to catch them. One boat, with a crew 
of five men, rowed past a mass of ice, upon 
which a heap somewhat resembling twigs 
or a bundle of steel wires was plainly to be 
seen. Unfortunately, no furthervattention 
could then be paid to the unwonted object, 
as a fog arose and the men feared that they 
might not be able to regain their ship. 

Hence they rowed quickly back tothe Haar- 

sarger. 
When the Captain heard the report o 

these men he remained riding at anchor 

several hours in the hope that the fog would 
lift. As the. fog still continued and the ice 
was beginning to drive the Captain ordered 
the vessel to be steered in the direction in- 
dicated by the five men, so that if possible 
he might come across the piece of drift ice 
in question. But the fog was persistent 
and the vessel was compelled to make its 
way out of the ice without having cleared 
up the matter. The sailors now express 
their great regret that they did not at the 
time pay more attention to the ‘ heap of 


twigs,’ and they excuse themselves by the 


fact that at the time they had not the slight- 
est thought of Andree’s balloon. The ob- 
ject thus seen may be something left behind 
by the Fram.”’ : 


‘| FRANCE BORROWS IN ENGLAND. 


Getting Money for Enlarging the Navy 
and Supplying the Army with 
Quick-Firing Guns. 


London, Jan. 31.—The St. James’ Gazette 
says the French government is negotiating 
with French and British financiers for a loan 
of $40.000,000 to $50,000,000 to be devoted to 
army and navy purposes. 

According to the St. James’ Gazette it is 
the intention of France to increase hermavy

The St. James Gazette further asserts 
that it learns from a trustworthy source that 
orders already have been given to English 
firms and that others are to follow, The 
paper adds:

Washington, D. C., Jan. 31.—It is learned 


y at the War department that Robert P. Por- 


ter’s mission to Cuba is entirely of a finan- 
cial and statistical nature, and that he is not 
empowered to make any payment to the 
Cuban troops. It is admitted that he may 
find it within the lines of his duty while in 
Cuba collecting information: to gather all 
the data he can respecting the strength and 


condition of the Cuban troops. 


Touching Mr. Quesada’s mission to Gen- 
eral Gomez’s headquarters, under instruc- 
tions from President Palma of the junta, the 
officials preserve a discreet silence, but it 


‘seems entirely probable that if our govern- 


ment found it expedient to make any propo- 
sition to Gomez touching the pay of Cuban 
soldiers, Mr. Queseda would be the instru- 
ment chosen for that purpose, not only be- 
cause of his warm intimacy with Gomez and 
other Cuban leaders, but also because of his 
executive ability. 

The best information obtainable so far at 
the department, and perhaps it is part of 
Mr. Porter’s duty to verify this, is that the 
Cuban troops who might properly apply for 
money in case it should be decided to pay 
them off number 80,000. It is probable it 
was by basing a calculation of $100 per man 
upon this number that people in Havana ob- 
tained the idea that Mr. Porter was to dis- 
burse $3,000,000 for this purpose. 


Demands of Cubans. 


It is well understood that the sum de- 
manded by the Cuban troops on account of 
this back pay is fully ten times this sum. It 
probably will be represented to them that 
as any payment Atever on this account 
must be charged up against the Island of 
Cuba the United States, as the temporary 
guardian of the island, is in duty bound to 
avoid burdening it at the outset of its inde- 
pendent existence with a load beyond its 
ability to bear in the shape of obligations.

sum as a payment ion account. 

The decision to send Mr. Porter to Cuba 
was reached after a full discussion of the 
situation of the insurgent army between tlie 
President and his Cabinet.

MINISTER DIES AT A FUNERAL. 


The Rev. Charles Albert Berry Drops 
Dead in London While Offer- 
ing Prayer. 


London, Jan. 31.—The Rev. Dr. Charles Al- 
bert. Berry, chairman in 1897 of the Con- 
gregational union of England and Wales 
and First President of the National Council 
of the Evangelical Free Churches, fell dead 
today while conducting the funeral services

The death scene was extremely painful. 
Dr. Berry was offering prayer on behalf of 
the widow of Dr. Tothericks, when suddenly 
a heavy fall was heard.

Many women 
fainted. Medical men who were present 
ran to the prostrate form. The dying man 
made no sign. 

Every possible effort was made to restore 
consciousness, but life was extinct in a few 
seconds. Dr. Berry had two attacks in the 
morning, but had told his friends he was 
better. 


STRIKE IN CENTRAL AMERICA.

| fierce battle took place on Jan. 17 at Quri Bay, 


WOUND GIVES A 


CLEW 10 HOLDUP 


Gus Gazzolo, Probably Fatally 
Shot, Is Identified by Gro- 
cer La Ponte. 


IN WEST SIDE HOSPITAL. 


X Ray to Be Used to Locate the 
Lead in Hope Suecess- 
ful Operation. 


LATEWORK OF HIGHWAYMEN 


One of the men who atempted to hold up 
and rob Eugene La Ponte in his grocery 
store, 30 Sibley street, on Monday night, is 
believed to be at the West Side Hospital 
with a bullet in his back. It is thought he 
will die from the wound. 

The wounded man gave his rame as Gus 
Gazzolo, but the hospital authorities were 
so reticent that the police had great diffi- 
culty in learning anything about the mys- 
terious patient. 

The wound in Gazzolo’s back is near the 
middle, and the hospital physicians were 
unable to locate the bullet. An X-ray ex- 
pert was sent for at midnight to make a 
skiagraph and if this is successful in fixing 
the course of the lead the man will be placed 
in the hands of the surgeons this morning 
for an operation, if it is decided one can be 
performed with safety. 

About 7 o’clock last night Lieutenant 

Rohan of the Central Station received in- 
formation that a man suffering from a bullet 
wound had just been taken to the West 
Side Hospital. Captain Colleran, with De- 
tectives Hanley and Custy, went to the in- 
stitution. 
They were denied admittance by the hos- 
pital authorities and for more than an hour 
were kept on the outside while the Captain 
argued with them. At last Captain Colleran 
lost patience and told the superintendent 
unless he was admitted some one would get 
in trouble. This had the desired effect and 
the policemen were admitted and found the 
man. The clerk said he had simply given 
the name of Gus Gazzolo”’ and further 
than that nothing was known of him. Who 
brought him to the hospital or how he came 
the hospital people refused to say. 


Identified by La Ponte. 


One of the detectives was sent for La 
Ponte, who came to the hospital. On enter- 
ing the ward he immediately picked out 
Gazzolo as one of the two men who bad 
attempted to hold him up. Hesaid he was 
positive the wounded man was the one 
who had fired at him in his store and whom 
he shot in the back as he was running out. 

Gazzolo, while conscious, refused to say 
anything to the police or to deny the charges 
made by La Ponte. Policeman Flarin was 
sent to the hospital to remain during the 
night to see that the wounded man was 
not assisted by friends to escape. 

As yet the police have learned little of 
Gazzolo.. Detectives Hanley and Custy, 
however, obtained a clew as to who accom- 
panied him in the assault on La Ponte, and 
it is thought they will succeed in arresting 
the accomplice. 

The crime for which Gazzolo is being held 
by the police was the attempted robbery of 
Eugene La Ponte in his grocery. At 8:30 
o’clock on Monday night two highwaymen 
entered the grocery store and ordered La 
Ponte -to hold up his hands. When he re- 
fused to do so, La Ponte says, one man 
fired one shot at him. Both men then ran, 
and La Ponte, who had secured his re- 
volver, fired three shots at them, one of 
which took effect. |

WILL NOT ANTAGONIZE JAPAN, 


Dominion Government Has Little Sym- 
pathy with Views of British Co- 
lumbian Official.

MUNICIPAL OWNERSHIP BILL. 


Representative McGoorty Introduces a 
Measure to Allow Cities Broad- 


er Privileges. 


Springfield, III., Jan. 31.—The muni 
ownership bill introduced in the House t 
by Représentative McGoorty would, if enact- {| | 
ed into law, be so far reaching in its effeets | 
as to almost revolutionize the present condi- 
tions of city government. 

It gives the cities, towns, and villages in 
this State the power to acquire, maintain. 
control, or lease all public utilities, inc!uding 
gas and electric light plants, street railroads 
and other means of transportation, telegraph 
and telephone lines. : 

„This bill.“ said Mr. MceGoorty tonight, 
is introduced in accordance with what 1 
believe to be public sentiment in Chicago; 
there is a feeling among the people there 
very strongly in savor of municipal opera- 
tion of public utilities. One of the primary 
purposes of the bill is to enable the City of 
Chicago to operate street car systems ard to 
furnish and sell electric light. 

Jam informed that the electric light:ng 
facilities of Chicago have increased five- 
‘fold during the last two years, while the 
cost of generating the light has decreased 
very materially. It only requires an en- 
abling act of this kind to empower the city 
tofurnish electric light to that portion of 
Chicago bounded on the south by Thirty- 
ninth street; on the west by California ave- 
nue: and on the north by Fullerton avenue. 

„The bill is not intended to attack or in- 
jure any veSted interests, but to give to the 
city the right to operate and to own all the 
public utilities as soon as deemed feasible 
The Democratic party is 
pledged to municipal ownership, and I be- 
lieve the people of Chicago, regardless of 
party, look forward anxiously to the con- 
summation of such a condition of things. 

The measure is one of my own creation, 
and it is also in accord with the ideas of 
It probably will consti- 
tute- one of the planks in the Democratic 
platform at the next city convention.

ONLY APPROVAL 


Formally Elected United 
States Senator by Wis- 
consin Legislature. 


IS NATIVE OF THE STATE. 


Has a Record as Citizen, Lawyer, 
and Politician Without 
a Blemish. 


LOVER OF GOOD LITERATURE 


Madison, Wis., Jan. 81.—[ Special. I—-Joseph 
Very Quarles was elected United States Sen- 
ator to succeed John L. Mitchell at the joint 
convention of the Assembly and Senate at 
noon today. The ceremony was simple and 
it attracted a large crowd. 

A few moments before noon the Senators 
marched into the Assembly Chamber and 
were seated in front of the first row of 
desks. Just as the hands of the clock over 
the Speaker's desk pointed to the noon hour, 
Lieutenant Governor Stone rapped the con- 
vention to order and the vote for Senator 
was taken, each of the members rising in 
his place and announcing the name of the 
man for whom he wished to vote. The Dem- 
ocratic members voted for Timothy E. Ryan 
of Waukesha. The ballot.was: a 

Quarles, 110; Ryan, 18. Total, 128. Neces- 
sary to choice, 66. 

In announcing the result Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor Stone said: 

Having received a majority of the votes 
cast, I declare Joseph Very Quarles duly 
elected a Senator from the State of Wiscon- 
sin to the Congress of the United States to 
succeed Senator John L. Mitchell, whose 
term of office will expire March 4 next.“ 

The announcement was greeted with ap- 
plause, and, on motion of Senator Anson, 
a committee, consisting of three members 
of the Senate and three Assemblymen, was 
appointed to wait on Senator Quarles and 
notify him of his election.

Vote Themselves Back Pay. 

The members of the board increased their 
pay still further at public expense at a short 
session held to approve the pay-rolls’ for 
January. It was the first payment to be 
made under the new salary schedule. There 

was much speculation as to whether the 
commissioners would take the increase in 
their own pay from the time they took office 
or from the first of the new year. It didn’t 
take long for them to act. They not only 
voted to pay themselves and other county 
employés the salaries for January as fixed 
in the appropriation bill, but they also 


adopted the supplementary pay-roll for De-. 


‘cember, by which each commissioner added 
_to the amount he had already been paid for 
December $72. 

The pay- rolls for all the county offices 
were approved and ordered pajd. The mem- 
bers of the Board of Review will each draw 
vouchers for January of $583 and the mem- 
bers of the Board of Assessors $416. 

The total increases added to county pay- 
rolis this year aggregate $30,000, the great 
bulk of it being to pay the increased salaries. 
of the commissioners. Considering the fact 

that there is a revenue decrease of $80,000 
it is evident that some public interest must 
suffer. The total appropriation for 1899 was 
$1,873,315, to cover all sources of income. 
An allowance of $302,877° was made for the 
Boards of Assessors and Review. That in- 
cludes the compensations for the niembers 
and their clerical forces. 

Large Items Are Left Out. 

But two important items. heretofore in- 
cluded were left out. One was $125,000 for 
election purposes, the other was the build- 
ing account, gen@ally $100,000, and often 
more. Consequently a fund of $225,000 was 
left to draw on. |

STONE SUPPORTS HILL BILL. 


Chairman of the House Commi ttee Sub- 
mits His Report on the Pend- 
ing Measure. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 31.—Representa- 
tive Charles W. Stone of Pennsylvania sub- 
mitted to the House today his report to ac- 
company the Hill bill, recently reported 
from the Committee on Coinage, Weights, 
and Measures, of which Mr. Stone is chair- 
man. The Hill bill, the report says, contains 
an affirmative declaration for the gold 

d; a provision for the interchange- 
ability of all forms of money; a separation 
of the note issue from the fiscal branch of 
the Treasury department, the retirement 
of the greenbacks, and the establishment of 
branch national banks. Mr. Stone’s report 
says that the Hill bill is conservative in 
purpose and provision. 

It seeks, he says, “* to strengthen, solid- 
ify, and fortify our present system, rather 
than build anew. It especially seeks to allay 
at home and abroad all doubt as to the pres- 
ent and permanent quality of our money 
and to make and keep the credit of the na- 
tion above the reach of successful attack 
or well grounded apprehension.” 

The manner in which this is accomplished + 
is explained in detail in a review of the bill 
by sections. 

“If this bill becomes a law.“ gays the re- 
port, it will be of no possible consequence 
in what particular kind of doMar of the

TRIAL OF DELLENBAUGH BEGINS 


Cleveland Judge Disputes the Allega- | 


tions of the Bar’ Association 
Committee. 


Cleveland, O., Jan. 31.—[Special.]—Judge 
F, E. Dellenbaugh was placed on trial jn the 
Circuit Court today on the charge of mis- 
conduct in office and unprofessional conduct 
involving moral turpitude. On the Circuit

well. 

Dellenbaugh, careworn and weary, ap- 
peared as the case opened. His attorneys 
fought. every point, but were repeatedly 
overruled by the court. 3 

The case opened by the reading of the 
statement of the case by Attorney John C. 
White in behalf of the prosecuting commit- - 
tee of the Bar association. 

. Specifically, he alleged Dellenbaugh acted 
as attorney in a divorce case for Mrs. Edith 
Manning after he had taken his seat as a 
Judge on the bench, but, to conceal his re- 
lations, secured the service of Vernon H. 
Burke to appear in the case. The myste- 
rious woman in the case, Jane Doe,“ paid 
$10,000 in cash and notes, White charged, to 
Senator Burke to shield her in the divorce 
case, and Burke retained $3,000 as fee, pay- 
— to Dellenbaugh $1,100 as his professional 
ee. 

Further, Dellenbaugh was charged with 
keeping the divorce case from the files, ex- 
cept as to number, and illegally advancing 
the case and granting the divorce without 
good cause. Dellenbaugh deceived the 
Judges and Clerks of the Common Pleas 
Court, White charged, in that he told them 
he made a journal entry in the divorce case 
while he was Judge, whereas it was made 
after Dellenbaugh left the bench.

The main idea of the Christian Scientists 
is to possess three temples in Chicago, one 
for each division of the city, which will 
equal in every respect, and which will be the 
nucleus for the spread of the belief in those 
divisions of the city. The North Side church 
will be known as the Second Church of 
Christ, Scientist, and the one on the West 
Side as the Third Church. Within a year itis 
expected that all three will be conducting 
weekly services. 

The first subscription to the building fund 
was made at a meeting of all the Christian 
Scientists of the city at the First Church on 
last Thursday evening. Until a short time 
before the meeting was called there had 
been talk of purchasing a North Side 
church from one of the other denominations 
which was anxious to move farther from the 


center of the city. The New land 
Church, in Dearborn avenue, opposite Wash- 
ington Square, was first talked of. But 


this project was abandoned for 4 more ex- 

tensive one.

Britain For it is the first ume in history 
thut any member of the.rcyai house of Eng- 
land has ever visited in tate the supreme 
pontiff of the Roman Catholie Church, either 
prior or subsequent to the reformation. 

True the former Duke of Sussex, uncle of 
Queen Victoria, the Prince of Wales, and 
the Duke of Cambridge, as well as the 
Princess of Wales, with her daughters and 
her son, the Duke of. York, have called at the 
Vatican. But it has always been in a strict- 
ly private capacity; so to speak, incognito, 
with an entire absence of all state or official 
surroundings. 

In fact, when the Duke of York, with his 
mother and sisters, visited Leo XIII. the 

royal women were in hats and short-skirted 
tailor-made walking dresses, while the Duke 
did not even take the trouble to don a frock 
coat and high hat, but kad on a morning 
jacket and a derby hat. 

The Pope, it is true, did not express any 
opinion upon the subject.

Fire Marshal Swenie carried to City En- 
gineer Ericson yesterday a long list of hy- 
drants frozen during the cold snap, and told 

him unless something was done at once to 

relleve the situation he would not like to be 
responsible for the serious results which 
might ensue in case of a big fire. Mr. Eric- 
son rushed to Commissioner McGann, who 
in turn called in all the water pipe exten- 
gion laborers who had been laid off recently, 
and they were sent out with salt and hot 
water to thaw out the frozen hydrants. 
But they made little headway. As fast as 
they thawed out sonfe others froze up, and 
the situation last evening was no better 
than it was the night before. 

Chief Swenie’s list showed over 1,200 


‘hydrants he knew to be frozen. How many 


more there might be he could not say. They 
were mostly in the outlying districts, espe- 
cially Lake View and Hyde Park, and there 
were many hydrants in Jefferson which were 
useless. 

“There is no trouble in the ald city,” said 
City Engineer Ericson. There what is 
known as the ‘ Cregier’ hydrant is used, and 
it drains itself. But in the outlying dis- 
tricts thé old-fashioned hydrants are used, 
and in them the water stands in the column 
leading from the main to the fire plug. The 

-trouble is, as fast as you thaw them out 


they freeze again, and you have to keep at 


them .continually. The number of frozen 
hydrants, as shown by Chief Swenie’s list, 


unprecedented.“ 


Chief Swenie’s View.

The other night we ran across a frozen hy- 


' Grant at a fire at Lake avenue and Fifty- 
' minth street, and yesterday we found two at 


a fire in Oakenwald avenue. Should a 
bad fire start and the hydrants in the vicinity 
be frozen it does not take a fireman to see 
what the result would be. Ordinarily, if a 
cold snap continues, it has been the custom 
to send out men to open up the hydrants, 
and by letting the water flow a little prevent 
their freezing. That was not done this time, 


and that is the cause of the present trouble.“ 


The hydrant situation proved a boon for 
the politicians. The full force of water pipe 
extension laborers was put on to thaw out 
the fire plugs. As a result every Alderman 
with a pull was busy getting his men back 
on the payroll. The duty of looking after 
— hydrants lies with the City Engineer's 
office. 

A water famine was reported from Jeffer- 
son. The trouble there,“ said Mr. Eric- 
son, is that some of the conduit pipes are 
frozen, and people have béen wasting water 
by letting it run to prevent its freezing.”

A Word to His Critics. 

I make no plea in abatement. Assuredly 
I ask quarter of no e. But my critics 
wholly ignore the cli stance that the 
business of my life is to write and to print, 
which 1s their own; that I carry with me the 
Same parts of speech, and the freedom 
thereof, that they do; and that, plying my 


' Vocation, as the saying hath it, it is no fault 


of mine if they make much of what I say 
in order to show their contempt of me. If 
I be an honest man I must write and print 
as I honestly believe. If I be a useful man 
I must deal with public affairs as I see them. 
In case I be wrong no harm can follow, gince 
hing

But, if I be just in my observations and wise 
in my judgments, woe be to the aniza- 
tion that gives itself over to the contrary, 
for now, as in days gone by, truth is mighty

No reasonable person could expect those 
who are responsible for the ill-starred move- 
ment of 1896 to look with favor or even with 
patience, upon the suggestion of a plan to 
change or in the slightest degree to vary, the 
existing order in the Democratic party.

Bits of Democratic History. 


The Democratic party stands much in its 
present relation to the public service that 
was occupied by the Whig party during a 
period within the memory of men still liv- 
ing. During thirty-two years, from 1828 to 
1860, the Whigs carried but two Preside- 
tial elections, those of 1840 and of 1848. In 
each instance y ran a popular ‘military 
hero upon no platform. They lost the fruits 
of both victories by party divisions and bad 
advisement. Yet the Whigs possessed such 
leaders as Webster and Clay, Bell and Ev- 
erett, Corwin and Crittenden and Ewing. 
During forty years, from 1860 to 1900, the 
Democrats have carried but two Presidential 
elections, those of 1884 and of 1892. Both 
were idents. In 1884 it took Burchard 
and Conkling, greatly assisted by Provi- 
dence, to beat Blaine and to pull Cleveland 
through by the hair of his head, which was 
growing dangerously scant. In 1892 the 
Homestead riots revolutionized the vote of 
ths labor unions and transferred it bodily 
to the Democrats from the Republicans, who 
were held responsible for the bloody intru- 
sion of the Pinkertons and the repressive 
measures of the government. All that the 
Democrats got of Cleveland was the slaugh- 
ter-house of the succeeding administration, 
and the open grave into which, in 1896, Will- 
iam Jennings Bryan walkéd. If the folly be 
continued into 1900—if it be sought to repro- 
duce the ticket and issues of 1896, with an 
anti-expansion plank added—there will be 
nothing left for the mourners to do after the 
event except to close the open grave and to 
plant some flowers above the last remains 
of the Democratic party, with the legend, 
Gone to meet the Federals and the Whigs,“ 
and this inscription: 

Whilst he lived, he lived in clover. 
When he died, he died all over.
